H IS Morning the following De­ 
claration was published by His 
Majesty’s Governm ent:— 


“ The government of France 
hav­ 
ing» l>y 
official report, communicated 
by its Minister of Foreign Affairs to the 
Conservative Senate, on the 10th of 
March last, removed • all doubts as to 
the perseverance of that government in 
the ussertion of principles, and in the 
maintenance of a system, not more hos­ 
tile to the maritime rights and commer­ 
cial interests of the British empire, than 
inconsistent with the rights and inde­ 
pendence of neutral nations, and havir.g 
thereby plainly developed the inordinate 
pretensions which thut system, as pro­ 
mulgated in the Decrees of Beilin and 
Milan, was from the first designed to 
enforce, His Koyal Highness the Prince 
Regent, uct.ng in the name and on the 
behall of His Majesty, deems it proper, 
upon this formal and authentic republi- 
cation of the principles of those decrees, 
thus publicly to declare His Royal High­ 
ness's determination still firmly to re­ 
sist the Introduction and establishment 
of this arbitrary code, which the Go­ 
vernment of France openly avows its 
purpose to impose by force upon the 
world as the law of Nations. 


“ From the time that the progressive 
injustice and violence of the French go­ 
vernment, made it impossible for k I is 
Majesty any longer to restrain the ex ­ 
ercise of the rights of war within their 
ordinary limits, without submitting to 
consequences not less ruinous to the 
commerce of his dominions, than dero­ 
gatory to the rights of his crown, his 
Majesty has endeavoured, by a restrict­ 
ed and moderate use of those rights of 
retaliation, which the Berlin and Milan 
decrees necessarily called into action, 
to reconcile neutral States to those mea­ 
sures, which the conduct of the enemy 
had rendered unavoidable ; and whicti 
his Majesty has at all times professed 
his readiness to revoke, so soon as the 
Decrees of the enemy, which gave oc­ 
casion to them, should be formally and 
unconditionally repealed, and the com­ 
merce of neutral nations be restored to 
its accustomed course. 


“ At a subsequent period of the war, 
His Majesty, availing‘himself of the I 
then situution of Europe, without aban- 1 
doning the principle and object of the 
Orders in Council of November, 18o7, 
was induced »0 to limit iheir operation, 
as m * erially to alleriate the restrictions 
imposed upon neutral commerce. The 
O lder in Council of AprP, ¡809, was 
substituted iu the room of those of No­ 
vember,! oof, and the retaliatory system 
of Great-Britain acted no longer on 
every country in which the aggressive 
measures of the enemy were in iorce, 
but was confined in its operation to 
France, and to the countries upon which 
the Fi*ench yoke was most strictly im­ 
posed ; and Nvhieh had become virtually 
a part of the dominions of France. 


“ The United States of America re­ 
mained nevertheless dissatisfied ; and 
their dissatisfaction has been greatly in­ 
creased by an artifice too successfully 
employed by the enemy, who has pre­ 
tended that the Decrees of Berlin und 
Milan were repealed, although the De­ 
cree effecting such repeal has never 
been promulgated ; although the noti­ 
fication of such pretended repeal dis­ 
tinctly described/it to be dependent 00 
conditions, in which the enemy knew 
Great-Uritain could never acquiesce ; 
and although abundant evidence has 
since appeared of their subsequent ex 
ecution. 


“ But the enemy has at length laid 
aside all dissimulation ; he now public­ 
ly and solemnly declares, not only that 
those decrees still continue in force, but 
tney shall be rigidly executed, until 
Grcat-Britain shall comply with addi­ 
tional conditions, equally extravagant j 
and he further announces the penalties 
of those decrees to be in full iorce, a- 
guinst all Nations which shall suffer 
their flag to be, as it is termed in thii. 
Code, “ denationalized.” 


“ In addition to the disavowal of the 
blockade of May 1806, and of the prin­ 
ciples on which that blockade was estab­ 
lished, and in addition to the repeal of 
the British Otders in Council— he de­ 
mands an admission of the principles, 
that the goods of an enemy, carried 
under a neutral flag, shall be treated as 
neutral : that neutral property under 
the flag of an enemy shall be treated as 
hostile ; that arms and warlike stores 
alone (to the exclusion of s.hip timber 
and other'articles of naval equipments) 


shall be regarded as contraband of war} 
and that no ports ¿hull be considered as 
lawfully blockaded, except such as are 
invested or besieged, in the presump­ 
tion of their being taken [en prevention 
d’etre p r i»J and into which a merchant 
ship cannot enter without danger. 


- By these and other demands the 
enemy in fact requires that Great- 
Britain, 
and 
all 
civilized 
nations, 
shall renounce at his arbitrary plea-* 
sure the ordinary 
and indisputable 
rights of a maritime law ; that Gieat* 
Britain, in particular, shall forego the 
advantages of her oavid superiority, and 
allow the corntr.ruul property, as well 
as the produce aul manufactures of 
France, and her confederates to pass 
the ocean in security,whlUt the subjects 
of Great-Britain are to be hi effect pro* 
scribed from all commercial intercourse 
with other nations > and the produce 
and manufactures of thrse realms »re 
to be excluded from every country in 
the world, to which the arms or the 
influence of the enemy cr.n extend. 


»* Such are the defnands to which th© 
British Government in summoned to 
submit— to the abandonment of its most 
ancient, essential, and utuioubted mari­ 
time rights. Such h the tude by which 
France hopes, under the covcr of a neu­ 
tral flag, to render her commerce un­ 
assailable by sea ; whilst she proceeds 
to invade, or to incorporate with her 
own dominions, all States that hcsitato 
to sacrifice their national interests at 
her command and, in abdication of their 
just rights*rto adopt a code, by which 
they are required to exclude, under the 
mask of municipal regulation, whatever 
is British, from their dominions. 


“ The p re te x t for these ex trav ag an t 
dem ands is that som e o f these p rin c i­ 
p les w ere adopted by voluntary com ­ 
pact in the treaty of Utrecht : as if a 
treaty once ex istin g betw een tw o p a rti­ 
cu lar C ountries, founded on special and 
reciprocal considerations, binding only 
on the co n tractin g p a rte s , and which in 
th e last treaty of p eace betw een the 
sam e pow ers, had not been revived, 
w ere to be reg ard ed as declaratory of 
the p u b lic law o f nations. 


“ it i'> neecUesi for tiis Royal High­ 
ness to demonstrate the injustice of 
sue 1 pretefMC'tr. 
H r might other­ 
wise appeal \<j f t- practice of Franc 
herseli, in tnis ami hi former wars ; and 
to her own established codes of m ari­ 
time law ; it is sufficient that these new 
demands #f the enemy form a wide de­ 
parture from those conditionh on which 
the alledged repeal of th' French do-.> 
crces w h s acceptcd by A m erica; atod 
upon which alone, erroncnv/ ly assum­ 
ing that repeal to be con-i^ n-, 
Amfe^ 
rica has clavracd a rcvo* »uo.i >>f the Bri- 
tish Orders in Council. 


“ Ilia Royal Highness, upon a review 
of all the^e circumstances feels per­ 
suaded, that so soon as this formal de­ 
claration by the government of Prance, 
of its Unabated adheranee to the prin­ 
ciples and provision3 of the Berlin and 
Milan Decrees, shall be made knewn 
in America, the government of the 
United States, actuated not less by a 
sense of justice to Oreat-Britairt, titan 
by M»hat is due to its own dignity, will 
be disposed to ret a! those measures of 
hostile cxclusic-n, ^hich under a mis­ 
conception of the real views uod con­ 
duct of the French government, A rne-' 
rica has e \'-‘usivcly applied to the com­ 
merce and ships of war of Great- 
Britaii). 


“ To accclcrute a result so advant** 
geous to the true interests of both 
countries, and so conducive to the re­ 
establishment ol perfect friendship be­ 
tween them 1 and t$ give a decisive 
proof of Hi» Royal Highness* disposi­ 
tion to perform the engagements of Hi^ 
MajestyS government, by revoking the 
iOrders in Council, whenever the French 
decrees shall be actually and Ancondi 
lioually repealed, Hi» fioyal Highness 
the Prince Regent, has been this day 
pleased, in the name and on the behah’ 
of his M ajesty, and. 
and with the ad­ 
vice and consent~a£^* Majeuty’s Privy 
Council, to ord«lfiif^tl declare t—

T H E L A T E CA PT. LEW IS. 
Interesting particulars of the death 
of the late Captain L e w i s , extracted 
from a letter from the celebrated Ame­ 
rican Ornithologist, Alexander Wilann, 
published in the Port*Folio for the last 
month. 


“ Next morning I rode six miles to a 
man's of the name of Grinder, where 
our poor friet^d Lewis perished. 
In the 
samo room where he expired, I took 
down from M^s. Grinder the particulars 
of that melancholy event, which afl'ected 
me extremely. 
This house or cabin 
is seventy-two miles from Nashville, 
and is the last Whiteman's as you enter 
the Indian country. 
Governor Lewis, 
she said, came there about sun-set, alone, 
and enquired if he could stay for the 
night ; and, alighting, brought his sad­ 
dle into the house, lie was dressed in a
